Farmers 
are not expected to grow more beets 
than they can handle properly and to 
prevent it, the company asks for in 
‘ormution as to the facilities a farmer 
They won't ac- 
cept a contract for 50 acres if the 
ability of the héet grower is limited 
to 26 acres. The company offers a 
flat rate of $6 a ton for all beets con- 
taining 15 per cent sugar contents 
upward, Plies | is the lowest aver- 
ame. TEs firkderaants to gn am thot 
per ‘centage basis he is allowed! 
$5 for 15.per centand 25 -cents for 
each additional per cent. Thatis if 
his beets ran 18 per cent he would 
get $5.75 for them. If they were 14 
per cent he would get $4.75. The 
company realize the labor trouble to 
its fully extent and at present a 
large number of agents are scouring 
Europe for families to place on land. 
The company wiil buy land adjacent 
to the factory and divide it into ten 
acre strips. A house and barn will 
be built on them and a family will be 
given the use of the ten acres and 
buildings on conditions that they 
work on the farms and in the factory. 
The man with the large family will 
be preferred as the children can be 
employed in thinning and weeding 
beets. 

When the meeting opened the hall 
was two thirds full, when it was nice- 
ly under way there was not much 
more than standing room. T. W. 
Quayle as president of the board of 
trade was voted to the chair on mo- 
tion of Mr. Amundsen and opened the 
proceedings by introducing Dr. Weid- 
mann, organizer for the Alberta Sug: 


' | ar Company and a man who has,had: 
‘tlarge.experience in connection with: 


such projects. He started off by re-: 
‘marking -that:there are eight million 
dollars worth of sugar imported by 
Canada every year which represents 
fifty millions to the farmers in crops. 
This vast expenditure could very 
largely be kept in the country by the 
farmers cultivating the sugar beet 
and by the establishment of factories 
at suitable points. He had driven 
around the territory adjoining Clar- 
esholm that morning and could say 
that the nature of the soil, the long 
day light and other conditions made 
it an ideal climate for beets. He had 
seen many beet growing districts and 
he thought that Southern Alberta 
was equal to the very best. He said 
sugar beet raising offered large re- 
turns to the farmer and his' experien- 
ce had been that where it had been 
gone into on a proper basis the farm- 
ers had grown to look on it as by- far 
the most profitable feature of their 
work. He realized -that the labor 
problem was a seriousone. Thecom- 
pany however would furnish the lab- 
or if the farmers asked for it. They 
intended going to the sugar beet 
countries of Europe and bringing 
over hundreds of families to be locat- 


ed in the sugar beet districts. The

company’s policy is to buy land nea 
the faotories and to divide it into ten 
acre strips, to build a house and 
stabling thereon and to offer it.to the 
laborer for ten dollars a mouth. Théy 
would give the laborer the privilege 
of growing whatever he liked on the 
land. That is if he wanted to grow 
vegetables for his family table he 
would be free to do so. [n return for 
this the laborer:would’ have to pledge 
himself to work on the farms if'asked 
todo so and also in the factory. 
The idea is to bring over Germans, 


Hollapders, ete, with large families |: 


so that the children could be engaged 
by the farmers to thin and weed the 
beets. This would place nearly all 
the family on a” wage earning: ‘basis 
and put them in a domfortable posi- 
tion. 

lf five ‘thousand acres were con- 
trhdted ‘for it woild j give ‘employinedt 
to from two to two hundred and fifty 
families. This would mean quite an 
addition to the population and also 
tothe‘ wealth. :produciag: possibitities 
ofthe country. Dr. Weidmann pro- 
ceeding told of the. basis on which 
the beeta are paid for. If the farmer 
liked he could contract for a flat rate 
of $6 a ton for all beets raised which 
contained at Jeust fifteen per cent 
saccharine. Or he eduld edntract to 
be paid on the per centage basis 
starting with five dollars for fifteen 
percent and raising 25 cents for 
each per cent of saccharine. 
course if the beet went less than 
fifteen per cent the rate would re- 
@uce 25 cents for each per cent, that 
is a fourteen per cent beet would be 
paid for on the basis of $4.75 a ton. 
The company binds itself either way. 
The choice lies with the farmer. The 
farmer has the option, until 1914, to 
take stock in the company. He is} 
owed.ev share afes nyary pony of: 
beets he raises and the company 
guarantees to never call for more than 
ten percent at a call. The farmer 
may pay for the stock as he markets 
his beets. This privilege expires in 
1914. The company weren't anxious 
that the farmers should take advant- 
age of it but wished to give them the 
opportunity of being even more -in- 
terested in making the project a suc- 
cess. The farmer would have one 
vote for every share he held. The 
company doesn’t ask for the farmers 
money and he had instructions from 
Mr. J. S. Dennis, the president of the 
company, not to encourage it too 
much. Once the contract is signed 
it cannot be changed as it is register- 
ed with the government. Speaking 
of the fixed price in the contract the 
Doctor said he never knew of wheat 
prices being fixed and unlike wheat 
frost does not hart the beet. That is 
one crop which is immune from da- 
mage from frost or hail. Speaking 
of the advantage of rotation to gene- 
ral farming Dr. Weidmann said that 
the average of gain crops in the 
European countries where sugar beets 
are raised is considerably higher than 


‘in Canada or the United States. 
‘That is due $o rotation of crops. 


Grain goes as high as fifty and sixty 


bushels to the acre. He knew of no! 
better way in which to introduce ro-| 


tation in an almost exclusively wheat 
country. In concluding he said the 
company is prepared to build the 
factory. They have the money. 
They don’t want the farmers money 
but they were very anxious to get his 
beets and for that reason were pre- 
pared to give a contract which for 
fairness he would guarantee would 
give the utmost satisfaction. : 
The nextspeaker was Mr. Henry 
Swartzof Denver, Col. who is a 
specialist in the locating and erection 
of beet sugar factories. He is with 
the Stearns-Roger Manufacturing 
Company and went over the district 
adjacent to town with Mr. Weidmann 
and local business men in the morn- 
ing. He expressed the opinion that 
this would prove to be a most favora- 
ble district for the beet business and 
as he had erected factories in several 
states of the union as well as in 


European countries, and even in Per-| 


sia, his opinion was worth something. 
He said the main question is labor 
and told of difficulties experienced in 
Colorado and other states. He said

Calgary.—Six thousand men, re- 
presenting 75 per cent. of the opera- 


_ tives’ in the mines of sixteen come 


panics, in District 18 of the U. M. 
. A., it is believed will quit work 
on April 1, following the abrupt end- 
ing of the conference between the re- 
presentatives of the operatives and 
operators. 

As the mine owners state definitely 
that they have no idea of approach- 
ing the operatives again, the strike 
-seems assured beyond question of 
doubt. 

Even if no action is taken with re- 
spect to the Lemieux act, each side 
expressed confidence in its ability to 
beat the other. The labor people rely 
upon remaining out until the present 
stock of coal is exhausted, and then 
being able to force the hand of the 
operators. 

Each side claims that it has exer- 
cised a deal of forbearance during the 
past sixteen days of the endurance of 
the conference, but the miners accuse 
the operators of very arbitrary con- 
duct, parnculsily at the last. 

While the miners were willing that 
the question of the open and closed 
shop and check off system should re- 
main in abeyance, or just as it was, 
and proceed to discuss the wage scale, 
the mine owners insisted on bringing 
matters to a head. 

This was the ultimatum which pro- 
vided for a general increase of 5.55 
per cent. to all branches except the 
pillaring and timbering. 

The full offer of the operators was: 

“The general provisions of the 
Western Coal Operators’ association 
agreement, with the date of expira- 
tion fixed at March 31, 1913, and with 
the discrimination clause as at pres- 
ent, and made a matter of record in 
the same manner. 

“An increase of 5.55 per cent. on all 
days’ wages of the Western Coal Op- 
erators’ association scale and on con- 
tract prices, except on pillars and 
timbering.” 

The miners replied at length, criti- 
cising the brief resolution, which they 
said did not benefit them to any great 
extent, as far as increases go, and 
which left most of the matters to be 
arranged, jus as they were, with lit- 
tle hope of,redress.” 

The faults that the miners in their 
reply find with the agreement are 
these: The 5.55 per cent. increase will 
not bring their wages up to the aver- 
age of employees in Montana, Van- 
couver Island, Wyoming and Wash- 
ington, and a considerable per: cent- 


inally fixed when 
more common, and more __ coal 
could be shown at the end of the day 
than at present, when it is mostly 
pick work. The earning power has 
decreased anywhere from 1234 to 20 
per cent., and, therefore, contract 
prices are a matter of adjustment. 

The suggested arrangement puts the 
arbitration of the many inequalities 
existent in the mines out of the scope 
of the conference.

IMMIGRATION INCREASES 


Figures for Ten Months Show Gain 
of Fifty-Seven Per 
Cent, 

Ottawa, Ont.—For the ten months 
from April to January of the current 
fiscal year, the number of immigrants 
who arrived in Canada was 260,687, as 
compared with 165,567 during the cor- 
responding months of the last fiscal 
year, a gain of 57 per cent.

BUILT IN THE WEST 


An Important Announcement was 
Made in Winnipeg by General 
Manager Chamberlain—Construc- 
tion Programme fot the West this 
Year Will Mean Enormous Ex- 
penditures—New Lines in Alberta. 

Winnipeg.—Details of the work to 
be taken in hand by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway this year, according 
to E. J. Chamberlain, vice-president 
and general manager of the company, 
include 645 miles of branch lines, .265 


miles of main line track, 200 miles 1 


of grading, and 140 new station build- 
ings. The total cost of the work in 
contemplation will be about seven- 
teen million dollars. ‘ 
The work will be pushed ahead as 
rapidly as possible, and from Prairie 
creek toward the mountains it is ex- 
pected that fully another 100 miles 
will be completed, while, from the 
west end 100 miles will be construct- 
ed. The branch from Tofield to Cal- 
gary will be completed. Already 80 
miles of steel have been laid from 
Tofield to the Red Deer river, and

160 WOMEN KILLED IN DISASTER

Smothered in Smoke and Shrivelled 
Crisp in a Factory Fire in 
New York 

New York.—One hundred and forty- 
one persons, nine-tenths of them girls 
from the East Side, were crushed to 
death on the-pavements, smothered in 
smoke and shrivelled crisp in a fac- 
tory fire on Saturday afternoon in 
the worst disaster New York has 
known since the steamship General 
Slocum was burned to the water's 
edge off North Brother’s Island in 
1904. Twelve women and girls are at 
death’s door in the hospital. One 
hundred and fifty will cover the casu- 
alities. Eighty-two bodies have been 
identified. 

Nearly all, if not all, of the victims 
were employed by the Triangle Waist 
company. on the eighth. ninth and 
tenth floors of a ten-storey -building 
at 23 Washington Place, on the west- 
so fringe of the downtown wholesale 


clothing districts, and are Italian or 
Jewish. 

The periere of the firm, Isaac Har- 
tis and Max. Blanck, escaped un- 
scathed from the office on the tenth 
floor, carrying with them over an ad- 
joining roof Blanck’s two young

‘eighth floor was its point of origin,

No Light Upon Mysterious Murder 
of Farmer Near 
' Stettler 
Stettler.—Cartier and Geo. Munroe, 


two of the suspects in the murder of 
William Lennox, the wealthy rancher 
who was fatally shot at his ranch last 
Thursday and died on Saturday, were 
released from custody, it being estab- 
lished that neither of them could have 
been identified with the crime, 

At the time of the shooting Lennox 
was seated in his ranch house with 
two-companions. A business deal was 
under discussion at the time, when, 
without warning, a bullet tore its way 
through the window, striking Lennox 
in the shoulder and coursing upward 
through the left jaw and coming out 
on the opposite side of the victim’s 
face. Lennox was hurried to Stettler 
and placed under the care of Dr. 


Stuples and Dr. Creighton, in Mrs. 
Hunt’s hospital. He died ip that in- 
stitution shortly before mi@night on 


Friday night. 

Immediately following the shooting 
Choquette and his companion, who 
were with Lennox, rushed out of the 
house and report having.seen a figure 
making a hurried escape into the 
darkness, Utter darkness on the 
outside aided the murderer in his 
escape, while the assassin was equally 
aided in committing the outrageous 
crime af the fact that his victim sat 
in a well-lighted room with the blind 
taised sufficiently high to afford an 
excellent opportunity for observing 
the murdered man as he sat in his 
chair. The bullet was a 30-40 and 
fired from a rifle. 

The motive for the crime remains a 
mystery. Lennox is reported to have 
had several disagreements with his 
neighbors resulting from horse trad- 
ing, but he is not known to have had 
a really serious quarrel with any par- 
ticular individual. He was a wealthy 
man, owned a considerable amount of 
land, a good deal of live stock and 
was a man prominent in the affairs of 
his community. The victim was mar- 
ried but at the time of the shooting 
Mrs. Lennox was absent on a visit to 
friends in Erskine. Lennox came here 
from Manitoba about four years 
ago. He was a man of about 45 years 
of age, a shrewd and astute business 
man and one without an enemy as far 
as can be learned with the exception 
of having aroused a small amount of 
enmity in one of his numerous horse 


deals, but even this is not thought to} 


have been serious enough to stir any- 
one up to murder. 


TWO MINES WILL NOT STRIKE 


But There Will Only be About Suf- 
ficient to Satisfy .Lethbridge— 
Not Much Coal on Hand 
Lethbridge, Alta. — Should the 
threatened strike come on April 1 it 
will find Lethbridge with only a small 
supply of coal on hand. The A. R. & 
I. company is the only company in 
the vicinity with an amount to fall 
back on. It is estimated that they 
have in cars in the yards here about 
5000 tons. Their mines at No. 3 and 
No. 6 are_ lifting about 1,100 tons a 
day, the large part of which is con- 
sumed locally. The outside demand 
has not been heavy for the last two 
or three weeks, hence it is expected 
that the supply on hand by April 1 
will be considerably augmented, The 
Royal Collieries are also in the West- 
ern Canada Coal Operators’ associa- 
tion, but they have been shipping 
their coal as fast as they .mine it and 
have been getting part of (Dupen) the 
new Barnes’ mine output to meet 

their orders. 

The Diamond Coal company, being 
in the association, will also cease 
work if a strike is declared. They 
have nothing much ahead at present 
being kept busy supplying their 
agents. They are lifting about 200 
tons a day, and will likely store some 
next week in anticipation of this 
strike, 

There are, however, two mines 
which are not in the association and 
which will keep on working in case of 
strike. The Dupen mine is producing 
about 50 tons daily at present. James 
Ashcroft says his mine will not be af- 
fected and he expects to increase his 
output. These mines will not be af- 
fected by the strike unless they 
should undertake “to supply coal for 
the companies thet are, hn which case 
the union officials would probably 
call the men out from them. It is 
therefore not likely that the people 
of Lethbridge will suffer any shortage 
of fuel, but there will not be any 
available shipments to outside points. 

The C. P. R. has no coal whatever 
stored here, their large dump having 
been entirely consumed during the 
snow blockades last winter. The 
strike will come hard on the operators 
of steam plowing outfits, of whom 
there are a great many in this dis- 
trict. They have been expecting to 
turn over a great deal of land for 
spring grain and to do a lot of break- 
ng.

RECIPROCITY DISCUSSED AT A: 
MEETING IN MONTREAL 


Hon. Wm. Fielding and Hon. Sydney 
Fisher Address a Large Gathering 
in Montreal on Saturday—State 
That West is Solid in Favor of 
Reciprocity, and that it Would 
Benefit Eastern Manufacturers. 


| Montreal.—Windsor hall was crowd. 
‘ed recently, when a_ representative 
gathering heard Hon. Wm, Fielding 
and Hon. Sydney Fisher defend the 
reciprocity agreement, 

That a considerable portion of the 
audience was antagonistic was shown 
when’ the chairman, Lieut, Col, Mac- 
Kay, in his opening remarks, men- 
tioned that he was on the platform at 
Mr. Sifton’s meeting, a statement 
that wags greeted by cheers. 

Mr. Fielding was given a warm re- 
ception, He opened by replying to 
Mr. Thomas Casgrain’s attack on him 
at Mr. Sifton’s meeting. 

“IT challenge any man to show I 
have ever spoken or written any word 
in favor of the annexation of this 
rountry with the United States. It 
is a pure fabrication, without the 
ghost of a show of foundation.” 

Reciprocity, he declared, formed the 
most important question the people 
of Canada. have faced in many years. 
Montreal’s interest was to preserve its 
prosperity as the commercial capital 
of a prosperous and contented people. 
Then why change it? If the effect 
of this measure would be to fill the 
Western prairies with a prosperous 
and contented people, that would be 
the surest way of supplying custo- 
mers for the merchants and manufac- 
turers of Montreal. Then there has 
been some outcry amongst the British 
Columbia fruit growers, but he be- 
{lieved that was passing away. The 
lumbermen were alarmed, too, but 
their alarm has passed away, 

Mr, Fie¥ding declared that Saskat- 
chewan was almost unanimous for 
reciprocity, as was shown when Mr. 
Haultain, the opposition leader in the 
legislature, joined in the resolution 
of approval.
